Churchill has told us, in Germany's 
northern ports, When we lald our 
mines, it was probable, if not cer- 
tain, that it would be hurled, with its 
squadrons of bombing planes, at the 
defenceless towns of this friendly 


land, 


Had we the right to bring disaster 
on our neighbours, knowing very 
well that the Germans would spare 
nelther their Ives nor thelr liberties? 
We risked for them the fate of Pao- 
tand. 

A forgotten detail faces us a when 
we attempt to answer this ques- 
tlon, Did Norway offer to stop all 
export of Iron-ore from Narvik, to 
any helligerent? 

We have no official confirmation of 
this statement, but it is widely be- 
lieved. If it is accurate, there was 
here an acceptable solution, for we 
have other sources of jron on which 
to draw, 

The ultimate judgment on our be- 
haviour tawards Norway turns on our 
ability to protect her. We had no 
right to bring this disaster on her un- 
less we'saw our way to shelter her 
by our sea-power from the peril to 
which we had exposed her. By that 
test history will judge us, ond our 
own conscience cannot evade it. 

The unswer Is still in suspense. It 

is clenr that the Germans surprised 
our Navy by the rapidity and in- 
genuity of thelr tnctics, more espe- 
clally at Narvik. It was unable to 
prevent the occupation of Oslo and 
all the western ports, 
- Nelson, in the days when there 3 was 
neither wireless telegraphy nor aerial 
reconnoissance, [alled to prevent 
Napoleon's landing in Egypt. He re- 
deemed that lapse at the Battle of 
the Nile, 

Throughout the past week, our 
sailors and airmen have struggled, 
with superb daring and professional 
skill, to make good any lack of fore- 
sight there may have been. ‘Critl- 
clsm is silenced, while they risk thelr 
lives and thelr ships Jn the tempests 
that Josh the Skagerrok. It may be 
that within a week or two they will 
have enabled the gallant Norwegians 
to liberate thelr country, 

There !s more, however, in this 
issue than the problem of Narvik ond 
iron, important though these were. 
«4s month earlier Allied, statesmen 
were prepared to violate Scandl- 
navian neutrality in order to rescue 
Finland. 

That was made clear by M. Daln- 
dier's speech to the French Chamber 
of Deputies, London and Paris 
begged and bargained for the consent 
of Norway and Sweden, but it Js 
cbvious that they were prepared, in 
the last resort, to dispense with it.

TO THE EDITOR, 
“THE SUNDAY HERALO."” 


Sir,—I am not an- expert on hortl- 
culture, bo any or any of the other 
urts nnd sciences connected with 
plantlife; I can tell the difference be- 
tween in antimacnussar and a pansy 
(providing I'm not rushed), but that 
ix ubout the sum total of my know- 
edge on the subject. 


Nevertheless, having ved for 
many years In a-city where the only 
vegetation seemed to consist of a 
few scruwny trees and some odd 
patches of grass which were hidden 
(rom view nt regular intervals by 
nen und women kicking. swiping, 
wursuing und otherwise mualtreating 
yalls of varlous shapes and sizes, | 
auve become greatly enamoured of 
he luxuriunt sub-‘ropic vegetation 
to lavishly spread over Hong Kong. 
it possibly has had a greater effect 
m my city-starved sensibilities than 
t might on the jaded palates of re- 
sidents of long standing. 


Four tlmes a day, and sometimes 
dftener, I s roll along Lower and 
Jpper Albert Roads, and others tn 
their vicinity, on my way to and 
from the office. But {t has become 
nerensingly obvious of late that this 
amble, far from soothing nerve: 
wrung awry by he bustle of com- 
mercial Hong Kong, fs beginning to 
have a directly opposi.e effect on 
me. The reason? 


In place of the twitterings of bud- 
gerigara (1 used to have a couple, 50 
I know one when I see it) and var- 
fous other birds, and the chuckling 
of the wind through leaves and 
branches, I hear nothing but snap- 
ping, crackling sounds. Instead of 
wanderlng leisurely nlong the road, 1 
find myself running in most undig- 
nificd fashlon ufter’ shoals of small 
and big boys who have been pill- 
aging the hill-sides, dragging - up 
bushes, snapping off thickly—leaved, 
green branches or scraping blossoms 
and leaves off tree and bush by the 
ormful, 

Not only Is this undignified scur- 
rylng most painful to a person of 
my sedate hnbits, but It js also very 
depressing, as I realise that I 
wouldn't know what to do with one 
of these young hooligans should I 
actually ca‘ch one. The occasional 
policeman I meet (say, once every 
two days) is in pretty much of a 
similar predicament, with the differ- 
ence that whereas he could do some- 
thing if he ever caught one, he fs 
oven less speedy on his feet thun 
this humble scribe, 

Timo and time again I’ve said to 
myself: “Abandon this. . frul.Jess 
pursult’'—but the sight of a irce sur- 
rounded by a-gang of from’ 7 to 12 
pillaging boys and youths stirs some 
atavistie sense deep down within, 
and another vain, undignified chase 
ensues. As soon as I’ve gone round 
the corner,’ of course, they all return 
to the tree. 

Can nothing be done about this 
state of affairs? A solitary, stroll- 
Ing police constable [s of little use, 
even when there is one, as these 
gangs keep: watchers posted. A mo- 
tor-cycle patrol would probably be 
be.ter suited for the work. 

Arrests and punishments, of course, 
will not remove the basic cause of 
all thia rape of the Colony's plant- 
Ufe, but I suppose curative measures 
will have to walt untl the war is 
over, Punitive measures, however, 
may serve to keep this scandalous 
nuisance within reasonnble bounds 
—uat the moment, what bounds there 
are (if nny) are tertalnly not rea- 


sonable. - .

Starting out as a ‘kitchen 
clerk, which he smllingly designa- 
tes as the most menial of posts, he 
progreased stendily to what fs 
known as the "front office,” In other 
words, the reception desk. It was 
during his perlod of apprentice- 
ship, some tlme In 1912, that Lon- 
don wus treated to one of those 
mugnificently-staged hoaxes which 
go down Jn history, and which are 
never forgotten by those particl- 
pating.

should have no more than two hun- 
dred ruoms. Just consider, he says, 
the Stevens Hetel of Chicugo, the 
lurgest hotel in the world. Why, 


it has three thousand rooms; when . 


a guest enters and books a roont, 
‘he becomes a mere number, or 
perhaps a key; he never meets the 
manager, nor does the manager 
meet him; the whole , transactlon 
is impersonal to the nthwegree, But 
in the ideal hotel, the number of 
rooms would be limited so as to 
make a personal contact possible. 
Of course, it would be arranged in 
silites, furnished: simply yet beau- 
tifully. It should have an attrac- 
tive grill room, a good restaurant, 
banquet rooms of some elegance 
and a. ballroom that would be an 
object of prido to guests and’ man- 
agement alike} ‘But above all, It 
must be so ‘sized and- arranged that 
the manager may himself be oble 
to oasure. the’ comfort of the 
guests, and may get to know those 
Rucsts as fellow: human beings.

THIS ideal hotel, of course, should 

have -an-fdeal manoger. Hla

We expected the ronds to be empty. 
Yet, if anything, they were more 
crowded during the Enster holiday 
and the following week-end than the 
previous year, 

There were fewer motor-cars, of 
course, but they were more than re- 
placed by the cyclists, It seemed ag 
{f the whole youth of England, all 
those cither too young or too old to 
be In khaki, was out cycling. 

On the downs und the moors we 
met the hikers and In the village 
lunes the girls and the soldiers, the 
old people with the very young— 
spring scenes of Ife and happiness. 

We continued our trip to Somerset, 
and then north-cast to the Midlands, 
The evenings and nights we spent in 
comfortable Httle country inns and 
the more impersonal hotels of the 
towns, 

As always, our foreign necent Im-. 
mediately set people talking to us. 
Conversation turned on the war, 
attitude of the neutrals, Mr. Chur- 
chll’s broadenst, the effectivencss of 
the blockade. 

The views we heard were us varied 
ns the English weather. Only once did 
we hear a mon say that as the Allics 
would not win anyhow, they ought 
to agree to peace now and! hope for 
the beut. 

Everybody else — farmers, inn- 
keepers, fellow travellers, local 
tradesmen—none had any doubt that 
this wor would be seen through to a 
successful end. 

It was an impressive experience 
thls talking to people whom wo had 
never seen before, No display of 
anger, hatred, or Jingolem, but only 
a quiet and determined confidence. 
No grousing and complaining about 
the difficuitles of te in war-time, 
but good-humoured and sensible 
eriticlem of the Government's 
shortcomings. 

Two days sgo we returned home, 
refreshed and well pleased with our 
trip. We had accepted the chcerful-

10 minutes by a policeman who could 
not make up his mind whether sho 
ought to have walked three miles to 
her doctor or not. 

“Thus people who were badly in 
néed of 1 holfday not only failed to 
get it, but’had the additional nerve- 
racking experience of petty police 
petraccution. Our  once-so-happy 
greeting, “ Frochilche Ostern” 
(Merry Easter) this year became a 
grim farce. 

“A thousand small things como to- 
gether to make life a depressing 
struggle. But behind it all lurks the 
worst spectre of ; all—the question. 
What will the future bring us? 

“Official optimism about the war is 
shared by nobody. After all, most 
Germans remember that we lost the 
last war.after an uninterrupted serics 
of victories. 

“Perhaps you can imagine what a 
mental ordeal it is for a man to havo 
to pretend daily, no, hourly, that 
Germany's victory fs certain, and that 
the world will be ot our feet to- 
morrow, while all the time he worries 
about its outcome, hoping at best that 
it will not ba quite so catnstrophic as 
that of 1616. 


“Overworked, torn by continuous 
anxiety about the future, tyrannised 
by petty and all-powerful officials, is 
it surprising that the average man Is 
beginning to crack under the strain?’ 

“In conctuaton, Just one warn- 
“Ing. Do not think that bécause of 
this misery the Germans will not 
fight. They wlll fight hard enough. 

But they will not fight with the 

courage and Ideallem of conviction, 

lt will be the fighting of despair— 
the despair of a nation which can- 
not eco a way out.” 

So much for my German friend's 
letter. It made me decide to write 
down my own impressions gained on 
our Easter trip. 

Y realise, of course, that there is 
another England frorn that which one 
mects on a holiday. But to recognise 
it does not in the least impair the 
Importance of the existence of that 
strength of spitit which mariifests it- 
self in the daily llves of the English. 

In the long run this will prove a 
national asset’ which may be of do- 
cisive importance in bringing the 
war to a successful end.

Surprise Factor 


Their first success was duc to sure 
prise. This may be a matter for as- 
tontshment in view of tho fact that 
the Intentions and the preparations 
of tha Reich were by no means un- 
known. It ts better to explain this 
at once. The main mistake made 
was to udhere to a conception of nau- 
trality which, unfortunately, was not 
only current in Norway, This con~ 
sisted—I use the past tense, for a 
change of mentality is taking place 
everywhere—not in ignoring the 
danger—uand in this sonse there was 
no surprise—but In being -inhibited 
by the danger to the point of losing 
ail bearings. Instead of seeking or 
even necepting the asststance of the 
Allies, it was refused owing to the 
fear of indisposing the boa conatric- 
tor. Thinking that thls animal was 
placated, the neutrals left their fate 
in its ceils, after which, the sole ob-, 
stucle being removed, It was easy for 
the boa to swallow its prey, This is 
what hay hoppened in the case of 
Norway, whose. courageous attitude 
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hus since then definitely corrected 
her Inital mistake. 

The hard lesson for the .ncutrals ts 
that, 1{ they do not wish to be de- 
voured, one after the other, they must 
net wait until they are alrendy para- 
lysed by the slime of the beast. Not 
that {it fn necessary to attack thelr 
freedom of decision as to the methods 


of their defeficc, but.they must be. 


prepored, The measures of all kinds 
taken by those most threatened, those 
nenrest to the Allies, show that they: 
have understood this fact. France and 
Great Britain can reckon with thelr 
will to defend and on thelr means 


of defence, ns they con count upon. 


themselves, 

This was not the case in Norway, 
and this is why the Allies were taken 
by surprise, It is therefore unfair to 
cast the responsibility upon the lat- 
ter. But they can draw a lesson from 
this experience, They must intensify: 
their preparations everywhere. Ger- 
many, in evéry sense of the word, has 
plans of aggression, available forces, 
sples and traitors ready to stab the 
victim in the back. Everywhere, the 
counter-attack must be more honest- 
ly but no less minutely preparcd. 
This docs not apply merely to a 
counter-attack, but also to the initla- 
tive. The Reich is mistaken if It 
believes that it retains the initlative 
in this metiod, 


Disastrous 

As for the agyression against Nor- 
way, this will be disastrous for the 
Reich. The fact that this small coun- 
try, at first stunned by the shock, hag 
not failed to presont a heroic resis- 
tance, gives definitive hope of a 
victorlous defence, which amounts to 
a certitude now that the direct assis- 
funce of the Allies has been made 
manifest, The Allicd mastery of the 
seas, thanks to the vessels sunk and 
the mine barrages set, will play a 
lnrge part in cutting off the Invading 
German troops from their bases.

TH petition presented to the Director of Education by 

charitable organisations maintaining free schools for 
children of the under-privileged will;not have been in 
vain if its effect is to bring once again under discussion 
the quéstion of Government policy. in the matter of pri- 
mary educational facilities.- 


Mr. Sollis has already intimated his inability to exer- 
cise his powers of discretion in the manner urged by the 
petitioners, and it is difficult to see that he had any al- 
ternative.

It was Amundsen who gave up his‘ 


life to rescue Nobile and his party— 
an Italian expedition, which had sct 
out In the airship-to make na dramatle 
dash to the North Pole. These men 
were not explorers; they were then- 
trical performers, whose business 
was to ‘sell’ Italy to the world, to 


prove Itnly’s resurgence. The loss. 


of some of the Itallan party was 
nothing compared with the loss of 
Amundsen. 

He gave his life to rescue [talfans, 
but the Italians are deaf to any ap- 
peal for reciprocal aid ta Norwegians.

the highest in the world. A coun- 
try with no extremes of wealth or 
poverty, Switzerland, though devold 
of either raw materials or colonies, 
has by sheer Industry uchleved the 
Hreatest per capita wealth of | any 
country In Europe, 

And though Switzerlund must 
abandon that high standard of liv- 
ing or demobilise its men, there ig no 
division of opinion whatever, The 
Swiss nation Is going to keep its 


army mobilised on its frontiers be- 


cause they are a shrewd people, and, 
as between losing nm high :standard 
of living or their nutianal independ- 
ence, the Swiss prefer to remain a 
free peopie. Being a shrewd people 
they Itnow moreover that the only 
way to keep the belligerents from 
coming through Switzerland Is to 
keep a well armed nation ready tu 
fight Inch by Inch for every bit of 
Swiss soil. And this is what they 
are doing to-day. They are warning 
the belligerents that It will cost them 
too niuch in men and time to try to 
come through Switzerland. 

But as a result, this neutral is al- 
ready at war, and, with the taxes 
piling up, nobody knows better than 
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the Swiss about the high ‘cost of 
Hitler. Here in Berne the Parlia- 
ment is meeting, and most of the 
debate is devoted to exactly these 
problems of how to keep the army 
on the frontiers and yet keep thone 
‘good Siviss Francs. in the bank, The 
ery of the Members of Parliament 
has become “Economy! Economy!" 
but there is to be no serimping on 
national defence. ‘ 
As long as there is possibility 
of an Invasion of Switzerland, this 
little people will still be massing 
sturdy pensunt soldiers in every 
mountain pass. There js no more 
peaceful country in Europe, but it Is 
not a pacifist country, und through 
the whole of it to-day you can hear 
the tramp of marching men and the 
crash of cannon in reserved areas, 
as young men are. taught to serve 
them. :

One Hundred Per 
Cent. Anti-Nazi 


Watching the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment ut Berne, while reading the 
carefully dis¢reet press, you would 
entirely misunderstand Swiss opin- 
ion. It is very nearly one hundred 
per cent, anti-nazi and in no place 
can. you discover that fact better 
than In Zurich. This city is so Ger- 
man that the Swiss say laughingly 
that Kalser Wilhelm used to declare 
that no clty in Germany was as Ger~ 
mon as Zurich with its gin- 
gerbread houses astride the canols 
and its rich burghers with as 
many double ching at the back of 
the neck as any Hamburg merchant, 

In Zurich to-day you can spot a 
Reich German in ony. restaurant and 
eafe merely from the malevolent way 
the Swiss eye him and the offensive- 
ly polite attitude taken by the wait- 
ers. The Reich citizen also talks 
softly, for his High German grates 
on the ear of the people of this rn 
gion, who speak only Swiss German 
now. An Austrian refugee explain- 
ed that he was studying Swiss Ger- 
man two hours dally, because hls 
normal German had. involved him ln 
embarrassing situations, 


rs Invasion But Stays 


they sald, “that the French might at- 
tempt to cross through our country 
in order to create a diversion to 
help the Poles. We marched Into 
the lines, determined fo fire If the 
French ‘crossed our frontier, but we 
went forward with tears In our. eyes 
and o feeling that If the French did 
cross It would mean a quick Allied 
victory over Germany, which would 
be better for us all--that is, for 
Europe and the world.” 

There was no similar feeling what— 
ever in the November crisis. when 
the Swiss feared an invasion by the 
Germans. The difference is  pro- 
found and {it cannot be explained 
merely by the fact that the Ger- 
mun mapa show that Switzerland Is 
to be intluded in a victorious Great- 
er Germany, It is a different «vay 
of life. For no people Is more de- 
mocratic or capitalistic than the 
Swiss, and any final sympathy which 
remained for Hitler's Germany was 
exploded by the German pact with 
the communists.

The only element which had some 
ideological sympathy with modern 
Germany—the “National Front" — 
dissolved Itself volunturlly some 
weeks ago, This group comprised 
certain well-meaning | industrialists,

attitude as Fritz Thyssen and that 
right-wing element in Germany 
which brought Hitler to power, only 
tv be destroyed by him.

That is the result of 
the traditlon of neutrality, and It Is 
because of this tradition that no one 
in Berlin can complain against the 
Swiss’ on any — particular, Swiss 
sympathies are nearly 99 per cént.

foward the Germans is 100 per cent, 
neutral and correct.
